When Mr. A. W. G. H. Grantham 
resumed hearing yesterday after-

The auditing oceupled ten days, 
starting each day at 56 pm. Mr. 
Brower was tho only person pre- 
sent during the auditing. 

Witness said that three balance 
sheets were produced for the pur- 
poses of auditing, The first relat- 
d to the Hong Kong Branch, the 
second to the Head Office, and the 
third, which was more in the 
nature of a return, related to the 
Shekki Branch. These three doen- 
ments were typewritten,

damn the odds.” He never liked 
politicians, and is sometimes brutally 
outspoken, about them. +, Whilst flying 
his fing in the “Renown” in North 
America ond the Mediterranean, 
Fisher put in practico many new 
methods, Coming back to the Ad 
miralty as Second Sea Lord, he in. 
troduced the new schemo of education 
for officors and many -alterations for 
the comfort of the men. It was an- 
other great fight, and ho tells how he 
won it. This period of Fisher's life's 
work has now borne fruit in the effi- 
elent and contented personnel of the 
Fleet of to-day, In his period of five 
years ag First Sea Lord the whold| 
Navy was'- reorganised; with hls 
famous “atroke of the pen,” 154 ships 
were struck off the list;. the “Dread- 
nought" Neonecived and built; the 
Fleet red sted and the. Reserve re- 
made, In all this work he met con- 
tinual opposition both from inaide and 
outside the Servico, He had a staunch 
friond in King Edward VII, of whom 
bo writes:—“It is a good thing to have 
a King who knows how to act, as 
Cabinet Ministers seem to me to be 
always like a lot of frightened rab- 
bits.” The end of his time in offico 
was marred by the Beresford incident. 
It is fully . id impartially described, 
and there aro documents which show 
it up in a fresh light. 
They Had to Grow 

Leaving the Admiralty in 1910, 
Fisher had a_ little rest. One 
who knew him well sald at 
tho time, “So Jacky is  graw- 
ing roses is he? Well, .all I've 
got to sny is that those roses will 
damned well have to grow!” That 
sums up the man—even at his ad- 
vanced age everything he tackled had 
to go at full. speed. When he left 
the Admiralty he forecast the date of 
the outbreak, of the War within two 
months, and for four years after-his 
‘prophecy he was a silent power guid- 
ing the preparation of the Fleet for 
the test he knew was coming. He ro« 
turned to.the Admiralty after the out- 
break of war, and, in'spite of his'75 
years, showed indomitable energy. 
But he was obviously not the man he 
had been, and the story of that six 
months make tragic though piquant 
reading, the more so because many 
letters that passed between those ‘in 
high authority are reproduced for the 
first time. These culminate, on his 
threat of resignation in a court 
message from the Prime Minister:— 
“In the-King’s Name I order you to 
remain at your post.” He did 20 but 
only for o few days, The position was 
impossible and Lord Fisher's resigna- 
tion was accepted. For the rest of tho 


War ho adopted the policy of “Never |' 


explain,” but In some of the last let- 
ters to intimate friends he opens his 
heart, and shows the reasons for his 
actions and hia feelings at the time. 
Lord Fisher gave his whole lifo to tho 
service of the Navy that he loved, and 
no man living did more to build up 
our sea supremacy which, in the end, 
brought about the surrender of the 
German ships. This is a great story 
of a great life, and Admiral Bacon's, 
work, in every way, doos full justlea 
to its subject,

TERRIBLE TOLL OF 
. THE GALE 


CHURCH TOWER TORN OFF: 
WORST STORMS FOR YEARS 


_ ENGLAND UNDER WATER 


London, Yosterday. 

One hundred thousand tons of ship. 
ping: are already wholly or partially 
casualties during the past week's 
gales, but marine insurance interests 
are of opinion that although the 
losses are heavy, they are lucky that 
they are not commensurate with the 
violence of the gales, 

Rarely if ever have so mony. tele- 
grams beet posted at Lloyds, aa was 
the case when 200 telegrams relating 
to ships were received. Tho full ex 
tent of damage caused to shipping 
may not be known ‘for over twelve 
months, for many of the vessels 
damaged have proceeded on their 
voyages, and will be repaired abroad. 

All captains of arriving ships re- 
port tho worst weather they have 
aver. known, 

Floods are getting worss in many 
parts of the country, and there are 
three inches of snow in Yorkshire. 
There are the gtavest fears of a re- 
nowal of last year's Thames floods, 
and the town of Reading has become 
an {sland. Lakes soveral miles wido 
are dotted here and there along the 
Thames Valley, — whilst) many main 
roads are covered, ‘ 

Tho total rainfall in the past ten 
weeks js almost the snme as tho 
averago rainfall In the Thames Val- 
ley for the whole six winter months, 
—Reuter. : 

Buffeted.. Vessels 
Paris, Yesterday, 

At least 70 French seamen have 
been drowned in the present storm, 
according to “Le Journal's” estimate. 
The arrival of a Channel steamer 
has. become an lively spectacle, Two 
members of the crowd watching the 
buffeted vessel from the Dieppe jetty 
were swept from their feet by a 
heavy sen and drowned. 

The gale tore off the tower of St. 
Martin's church at Boulogne, ‘and 
several worshippers were injured. 

Foreign Steamers Wrecked 

Reports reaching London from Ger- 
many, France and Holland reveal 
that the storm has created consider- 
able havoc in these countries. 

Fifty steamers were unable to put 
to sea from Hamburg, while S.0.S. 
calls were received from numerous 
ships jn the North Seca, including ths 
tug “Lill Woermann” which towed 
the “Emden,” which was in acute dis- 
tress,‘ 

Her rudder wna-carried away by a 
terrific. sen and when a Dutch tug 


}came to her rescue, she was drift- 


{ng helplessly on to some sandbanks, 
The tug towed her to ‘London. 
Total Wrecks ‘ 

Three steamers have been strand 
ed at the’ mouth of the Elbe and are 
likely to prove total wrecks. ‘ 

The tug “Troise” from Brest, tow- 
ed for. a day and a night the water- 
logged and helpless ‘Danish freight- 
er “Helen,” whith was badly batter- 
ed on leaving Ushant. 

The effort to save the ship prov- 
ed unavailing. The vessel sank when 


‘nearing safety, and the “Iroise” gav- 


ed her crew, who jumped into the 
sea. The only man_ missing is one 
of the “Helen's” officers, 

The “Iroise” then responded to tho 
8.0.8. of the Spanish steamer “Gal- 
dana” and towed her in. She then 
went to sea again on-receipt of three 
8.0.8. calls, from two British” and 
one Italian steamers,—Reuter,

Justice remarked that if both crows 
had been guilty of negligence elther 
could sue the other, and added that a 
knotty problem would bd Presented to 
a jury which would be inclined to 
hold that there wero faults on both 
sides. It is not advisable to dis. 
cuss this knotty problem here, as tho 
counsel for the unsuccessful company 
has thrown out hints of an appeal, 
Reference, however, mny bo made to 
an English case decided a few months 
ago, in which a similar Problem was 
discussed. It jg usually said that tho 
most important difference between 
actiona for negligence in Admiralty 
and at Common Law ia to be found in 
the consequences of contributory 
negligence. If a man ia run over by 
4 motor car it is an answer to his 
claim for his damages that he was 
negligent as well as the driver of tho 
car, and that the foot-passenger can 
recover nothing. If two vessels 
collide and each is in some degree re’ 
sponsible for the accident a Court may 
apportion the damage According to 
the extent of blameworthiness, But 
this is a too summary way of stating 
the position. Supposing a vessel is 
negligently anchored in a position in 
which she has no right to be and 
supposing another vessel, knowing 
that, she is ina wrong position and 
having time to avoid her, carries on, 
collides with her and ig \njured, then 
that vegsel can recover nothing, The 
accident was caused not by the, veasel 
which was originally negligent, but by 
the other, which, having an oppor. 
tunity to escape, did not take it. . Tho 
Position would be different if the 
oncoming vessel had no opportunity of 
seelng the vessel at anchor or if, after 
that_ vessel had .not been’ sacn, 
the master of the oncoming vessel 
had not a reasonable. time within 
which to make up his mind how to 
avoid ‘her. Some very fine dis- 
tinctions have" been taken in: the re- 
ported cases, but they can be boiled 
down to a sonrch for what was tho 
immediate or proximate cause of the 
collision, One rule is stated in theso 
words; “In cases of antecedent and 
subsequent fault .or negligence’ a 
party by his. antecedent fault’ is not 
supposed to have even partly caused 
the damage by collision if the other 
party afterwards could have avoided 
the damage by the exercise of reason- 
able care and ordinary — skill,” 
Simultaneous negligence, however, is 
on n different niane, “It ig possible,” 
said Lord Phillimore, “to give weight 
to an act of nogligonee which em- 
barrasnes the other party while at the 
same time not acquitting tho em- 
barrassed party,” which is another 
way of saving that damages may be 
apportioned, according to the degree 
of blame.. In the particular case in 
which these observations were uttered, 
a barge named, the “Aydrogen” was, 
Proceeding un Milton Creek River 
when she collided with snother barge, 
the “Vectia.”

RENTS PROBLEM 


“[To the Edltor of “China Mail”) 
‘Sir,—The picture painted by a 
supporter of the Rent Problem 


Committee, depicting “crafty and ’ 


relentless speculators” exacting 
thelr last pound of flesh from mild, 
obeisant and long-suffering trades- 
men savours somewhat of ‘the 
melodramatic. Enthusiasm for the 


cause he has espoused must have 
led him to see facts in the light he 
sees them. That the speculator in 
property. does exist is admitted; but 
his power as a dictator of rent has 
as much reality as the Manchu 
dragon. If, aa is suggested, a 
speculator could raise rents when- 
ever he feels inclined, the question 
to be answered would be—how and 
why has he this power? Surely:any 
attempt at an answer would at once 
recall the old matter of supply and 
demand, which he seems so reluc- 
tant. to accept. Eee 

It is also admitted that rent does 
constitute one of the main items of 
expenditure in most business con- 
cerns; but if a concern should be- 
come unprofitable because of the 
rent it is paying, then the advice 
of the average man would be—take 
smaller premises. Where the whole 
of one shop was at one time used 


make a half or even one small room [ 


serve the purpose; and if even then 
the business should fail to pay, the 
wise and reasonable proprietor 
would most certainly conclude that 
it' is not the problem of rent that 
he has to tackle. 

The enjoyment of low rent is not 
as difficult to attain as some may 
imdgine. Let those tradesmen 
suffering from abnormal trade de- 
pression and harassed by merel- 
Hess landlords” put up their shut- 
ters In disgust and their desire for 


a fall in rent will be immediately |: 


realised; and the larger the number 
of those who decide to close, the 
greater will be that fall; but. it fa 
|doubtful whether the supporters of 
the Rent Problem Committee would 
relish a reduction on such lines, al- 
thoygh the result. of such an ex- 
periment would conclusively prove 
that the matter of supply and de- 
mand is more Important than they 
choose to admit. 

The piece of news regarding 
voluntary: redictlon of rents by 
landlords In Tokyo is interesting; 
but does it follow that the land- 
lords of Hong Kong should do like- 
wise? Supposing someone else pro- 
duces a piece of news-to the effect 
that the landlords of Timbuctoo ara 
raising their rents for mud huts, 
what are the landlords of Hong 
Kong then expected to do? 

With regard to the two resolu- 
tions passed by the Rent Problem 
Committee, it ia dificult to under- 
stand. in what manner they. are 
constructive In character. The first 
is a request to the Government to 
re-assess ‘all property in Hong 
Kong. The members of that Com- 
mittee are. without doubt. well- 
informed people and must be cogni- 
sant of the fact that such a fresh 
\re-assessment {s made every year 
and it is the duty of the Govern- 
ment Assessor and his staff to see 
that no evasion of rates is possible. 
The sccond resolution, also’ a re- 
quest to the Government, touches 
the matter of notice to quit. One 
month’s notice has been held too 
jaMort for most merchants to find 
premises and longer ‘notice {a de- 
sired. The obvious solution to this 
difficulty is fora tenant to make 
a lease with his landlord, in’ which 
case he not only gets security of 
tenure, but has ample’ time if he

No Contract With Crown:.Courts Powerless To Act 


VARIABLE 


_PENSIONS. 


_ A test action brought. against the Treasury, challenging the 
validity of a Treasury Minute affecting the superannuation rights 
of Civil Servants and said to involve some. millions of pounds, has 
been dismissed, Mr. Justice Clauson holding that the action entirely 
failed. The plaintiffs—John Nixon, John Scott, William Clark, and 
Benjamin Louis Samuel—are retired Civil Servants and members 


of the Superannuation Rights Association. 


They claimed declara- 


tions that they were entitled to have their superannuation allow- 
ances ‘calculated as prescribed by the Superannuation Statutes, and 
that the Treasury Minute of March, 1922, which introduced a scheme 
of variable pensions instead of the fixed pensions hitherto granted 


on retirement, was, null and void.

Before the case was resumed are 
Justice Clauson referred .to an 
anonymous letter which he had re- 
ceived, “I think (he said) it is a 
most improper thing. As I was 
about to leave my room there was 
handed to me a letter which I hold 
in my hand and which I have open- 
ed. I find it is an anonymoas letter 
written by a person who describes 
himself as a retired Civil Servant, 


‘tand it apparentiy consists of a long 


argument about matters connected 
with thia case. - 

“T am astonished that a gentle- 
man who describes himself as a 
retired Civil Servant, and who pre- 
sumably is a person of a certain 
amount of position and education, | 
can think it proper to send ao com- 
munication of this kind to the 
Court.” 

Mr. A. A. Dickey, who appeared 
for the plaintiffs, said that he was 
equally astonished and sorry’ to 
hear of such a letter being sent to 
assure him that the persons con- 
cerned in the case had nothing, 
whatever to do with it. “I would’ 
not allow such: a thing on. any 
terms,” added counsel, , 

Mr, Justice Clauson:—I am sure 
you would not. I am quite sure 
it has nothing to do with your 
clients. : 


Inducement of Pension 
Mr. John Nixon was called and 
said that.he was induced to enter 
the Civil Service over fifty years 


ago by what he considered would |, 


be .the advantages of coming to 
London, working short hours, and 
having the prospects of, a pension. 

“Another attraction,” confessed 
Mr. Nixon, who came to London 
from Dublin, “was-the opportunity 
of attending a London theatre two 
or three times a week.” 

If, he added, it had not been for 
what he considered to be an under- 
taking in the Treasury Minutes of 
1859, that he would be entitled, if 
he fulfilled all the conditions, to a 
pension as prescribed by the Super- 
annuation Act, he would not have 
entered the Civil Service. 

Other witnesses gave evidence of, 
a similar character. o 

Sir William Jowitt, in his address 
for the Crown, submitted that the 
action was “hopelessly misconcely- 
ed.” He very much regretted that 
Civil Servants had wasted their 
money in going to law to try to 
establish legal rights when for a 
great many years it had been laid 
down as plainly as it could be that 
there was no such righta to come 
tothe Court,, fe Pica’ 

“Fantastic Suggestion” 


Mr. Justice Clauson, giving judg- 
ment on the main question of juris-

Mr. Justice Clauson also held 
that he had no jurisdiction to, de- 
clare that retired Civil Servants had 
legal rights as between themselves 
and the Crown, and that there was 
no evidence of any. contract as sug- 
gested, 

“I feel tempted to say that the 
suggestion of any such contract,” 
continued his Lordship, “between 
these, individuals and the Crown 
when they entered the serv'ce of 
the Crown is fantastic, , 

The action entirely failed (a3 
stated), and must be dismiased with 
costs. 


Sir James Melville, K.C., the 
Solicitor-General, said that this was 
a class of case in which the Crown 
neither received nor paid costs. He 
hoped that it would not go forth 
that it was conceded that the action 
was properly constituted against 
the Attorney-General. [It was felt 
that as the matter concerned a 
larger number of; people and’ was 


in the nature of a test case involv-}, 


ing several million pounds it was 
better. it should come before the 
Court to deal with the merits of the 
case and not to have the claim 
hanging over indefinitely. 

The action was dismissed without 
any order as to costs, .

when the liabilities exceeded assets 
by $2,072.06, . 

Wages, have incrensed — by 
$591.30, maintenance shows a rise 
of $2,203.51, but includes the cost 
at Happy Valley 
($2,600) go that on ordinary work- 
ing thin Item would have decreased 
by about $300, There is very 
little difference on upkeep of courses 
‘and the items under the headings 


‘of papers, prizes, printing, adverti-

“Nine Extra” Holes 

The Chairman next proposed the 
following resolution: “That the 
Committee be authorised to pro- 
eeed with the formation of nine 
extra holes at Fanling and to ac- 
quire additional land for this pur- 
pose, and take all other necessary 
steps,” 

“Six years ago. a proposal to add 
another nine holes to the old relief 
nine was put forward and turned 
down at the Annual Meeting and in- 
structions given that it was the 
wish of members that funds should 
rather be conserved towards erec- 
ting a new Club House.

To Cost $15,000 
After outlining the scheme im 
details, the Chairman added: The 
ground required to carry this out 
would cost about, $3,600. The 
actual work of clearing, draining, 
turfing &c, should not cost more 
than $10,000, say $12,500, at the 
outside. So that for $16,000, at 
most, (this is not a big sum com- 
pared with the profits we made this 
year) you would have these addi- 
tional ‘holes and have at your dis- 
posal at Fanling two full sized 18 
hole courses and a short,relief nine. 
| The time required to carry out the 
, Work greatly, depends on the 
weather, but I think that the pro- 
posed holes would be ready for play, 
though somewhat rough, two years 
hence, 
; Granted that you approve the 
‘scheme there are several changes 
| which the then Committee would be 
‘able to arrange. For instance, com- 
‘ petitions alternately on the Old and 
New Courges, Four-ball matches of 
‘only one course at a time. Starte 


ing lists for both courses.and so on. 


Golf Becomthg More Popular 
The resolution was seconded by 
Mr. A. H. Ferguson, who urged that 
extension was the right step to take 
a3 the course -was absolutely con- 
gested every Sunday. Starting 
times were going up and had reach- 
ed 12.30, They might be starting 
at three o'clock In the afternoon and 
perhaps at elght o'clock at night in 
future (laughter).

sum not exceeding $30,000 to be 
secured upon all or part of the pro- 
perty of the Club in such manner 
and at such a rate of interest as the 
the Committee shall in their 
absolute discretion think fit.” He 
said: \ 

‘You are all doubtless aware that 
owing to the re-building of the 
Stands and Stables at Happy Valley 
the Jockey Club were obliged to 
withdraw the free quarters. which 
they had ..ao kindly provided us 
for many years, 

It was impossible to find sultable 
quarters near so, ag. a temporary 
measure, your Committee obtained 
permission from Government to 
erect a matshed to accomntodate 
Happy Valley players. This of 
course is not a very satisfactory 
form of Club house with al the 
risks of damage by fire and typhoon, 

We have therefore taken this 
opportunity to inquire your wishes 
and should you decide to have a 
new club house, it is necessary for 
you to authorise the ‘Committee to 
borrow the requisite funds a3 and 
when required. 

Caddies’. Side Job! 

We have recelved designs for a 
building which should meet our re- 
quirements, the eatimated cost being 
about $20,000. In addition we 
must allow for fittings and-furnish- 
ing to be on the safe side your Com- 
mitte consider they should be au- 
thorised to try and arrange to bor- 
row up to $30,000. It is not anti- 
cipated however that so much will 
artually have to be borrowed as, if 
the next two.yeans are normal, we 
should be able to find part of the 
sum ourselves, 

You are being ssked to approve 
the scheme and autherise-the ex- 
penditure as and when the site ts 
available, 

In seconding the proposition, 
Mr. J. W. Franks said he did 80 
with pleasure.

STONE AGE’ RELIC 


Neolithic, People’s Mine 
Discovered 


. 

Some time ago a pre-historic 
flint mine was discovered in. the 
Wienerwald hills, near the village 
of Mauer, south-west of Vienna. 
The mine contains a.sort of horn- 
stone, and geologists say it fs 
unique in Europe. 

Professor Bayer, the director of 
the Museum of Natural History 
now states that he has discovered 
relics of a town,connected with the 
tine, dating back to the stone-age, 
The neolithic péople who worked 
the mine had. a highly developed 
technical culture, making tools and 
many domestic articles out of flint. 
They made excellent use of the 
tine, which was obviously worked 
by them for several centuries. A 
flourishing. export trade was bullt 
up, and Mauer became a centre of 
a prehistoric culture. . Professor
